Lots Nos. 27 thru 40 of Lumbard's 
Park Addition, and also that part 
of Park Lot 1 in Lumbard's Park 
Addition to Fort Wayne, lying South 
of the North line of Lot 40 in 
Lumbard's Park Addition to the City 
of Fort Wayne, extended East to 
the right of way of the railroad; 


said property more commonly known as 642 Growth Avenue, Fort 
Wayne, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, it appears that said petition should be pro¬ 
cessed to final determination in accordance with the provisions 
of said Division 6.

Said desig¬ 
nation shall terminate at the end of that one-year period.

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting this designation as an 
"Economic Revitalization Area" for public hearing; 

(d) If this Resolution involves an area that has al¬ 
ready been designated an allocation area under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designation as an "Economic Revitalization 
Area" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti¬ 
tion . 

SECTION 3. That this Resolution shall be subject to
